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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. Claims 1-12 and 14-25 as amended are still in consideration for this application. 
Applicant has amended claims 14-21. 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1-24 in the reply filed on 12/27/2004 is 
acknowledged. 

3. Examiner withdraws the anticipated rejection to Hammerschmidt for Office action filed 
9/22/2004. Applicant canceled claim the claim rendering the rejection moot. However, based 
on applicant's claim amendment (i.e., changing an IEEE 802. 1 1 standard to a wireless LAN 
standard) the following rejection based on the amended claims is made final. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent 
Application No. 2002/0163933 Al to Benveniste et al ("Benveniste") in view of U.S. Patent 
Application No. 2002/0071449 Al to Ho et al ("/fo"). 

As such to claim 16, Benveniste clearly teaches the limitation while in a 
contention free period CFP, separating by at least one Short InterFrame Space SIFS a poll 
and a data message sent by a point controller PC e.g., in figure lb labeled as prior art. In 
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particular, note contention free poll frame 120 and contention free data frame 122 sent in 
a contention free period CFP 1 16, see also e.g., paragraph 0054 on page 4. 

Benveniste is silent or deficient to the further limitation while in the CFP allowing 
the PC to combine a data message only with an ACK message. 

Ho teaches the further recited limitation above at e.g., in figure 3 with respect to 
receiving a CF-poll to station 1 and receiving data from station 1 and a combined data 
and acknowledgment frame 350. 

The proposed modification of the above-applied reference(s) necessary to arrive 
at the claimed subject matter would be to modify Benveniste by clarifying that data can 
also be transmitted in an acknowledgment frame as is known in the art. 

As such, examiner notes that it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art 
prior to applicant's invention to include the above limitation. In particular, the motivation 
for modifying the reference or to combine the reference teachings would be to send 
information in an acknowledgment frame. In particular, Ho cures the above-cited 
deficiency by providing a motivation found at e.g., figures 4 and 5. Thus the references 
either in singular or in combination teach the above claim limitation(s).
